ON THE INDETERMINATE SENTENCE 


Contra Costa county’s two Super- 
for judges are at variance in their 
opinions regarding the inedterminate 
sentence law and the parole system 
now employed in prison boards in 
California. In interviews Judges 
R. H. Latimer and A. B, McKenzie 
commenting on reports that certain 
state officials would, ask the next 
legislature to repeal the indetermin- 
ate sentence law and tighten the 
parole system as the result of the 
gangster sutrages in San Francisco 
expressed their views of proper 
methods of dealing with criminals. 

“I am opposed to the indetermin- 
ate sentence law,” said Judge Lati- 
mer. “I have always opposed it and 
I am oppised to it now. It is my be- 
lief that a trial judge who is con- 
versant with all facts and conditions 
in a criminal case is better qualifi* 
ed to pass sentence on a criminal. 
When a man has demonstrated. he is 
@ confirmed criminal it is my belief 
that he should be given a stiff pris-

on sentence. On the other hand I be- 
lieve a man who has violated the 
law for the first time, can be given 
probation, if he proves himseif wor- 
thy of the consideration, and given 
every opportunity to make good. 

“Since I have been on the bench 
I believe 80 per cent of the men who 
have been granted probation in local 
courts have made good. 1 am not op- 
posed to the parole of. men who are 
given prison sentences but I believe 
they sHould be confined long enough 
so they can prove conclusively they 
will lead a better life if released.’ 

Asserting his belief that the in- 
determinate sentence and the parole 
system is capable of enforcing and 
exacting just punishment for viola- 
t-on of the law and escapes evils of 
direct sentence Judge A. B. McKen- 
zie declared lack of severe punish- 
ment for crime is not altogether at- 
tributable for commission of offenses. 

“We ourselves are responsible for 
it to a great degree,” he declared 
“The people tolerate Jaw violation 
and in many instances wink at it. It 
is not a question of law as much as 
it is a social condition, For instance 
the prohibition law.” Violation of. it 
is’ common. Lack of home life is a 
big factor to be taken into consider- 
tion. The boy of today has not the 
home surroundings of years ago. He 
lives in a hotel and eats in a restaur- 
ant. He has not the home diversion 
and seeks it on the outside. 

“I believe the present system of 
sentences is fully capable of meting 
out just punishment for law viola- 
tion. Under the direct sentence law 
a man in Kern county might be giv- 
en a sentence of ears and a man 
who committed t..0 same offense in 
another county might be senteced to 
seven year. A judge might come to 
court feeling out of sorts and inflict 
an unnecessaril] severe sentence 
Under the indeterméiate sentence un- 
iform sentences for similar crimes 
are assured. Cases are reviewed 
by the prison board and reports of 
judges and district attorneys taken 
into consideration. 

“When a man corres up for parole 
the judge, district z bormey and sher- 
\iff, are entitled ta be heard. Prob- 
ably only a judge knows the an- 
| Xlety under which «a judge labors in 
criminal cases. He is dealing with 
a human life and {subject to emo- 
tion. Under the indetermimate: sys- 
tem a just review of cases is assur-
